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FOREWORD 

The  following  list  describes  only  a  select  group  of  books 
relating  to  Dante  and  his  time ;  less  than  one  hundred  volumes  are 
mentioned  out  of  the  four  hundred  in  the  Dante  Collection  of  the 
Newberry  Library.  The  purpose  of  the  selection  has  been  to 
furnish  an  elementary  introduction  to  the  vast  literature  of  the 
subject  for  such  persons  as  may  feel  impelled  by  this  year's 
commemoration  of  the  six  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  poet's 
death  to  enter  upon  a  study  of  his  time  and  work. 

Under  the  limitations  of  this  purpose  no  mention  is  made  of 
rare  early  editions,  special  monographs,  or  works  in  foreign 
languages  where  the  same  material  is  available  in  English.  The 
notes  appended  to  certain  items  are  given  without  any  pretention 
to  authoritative  or  critical  judgment;  it  is'hoped,  however,  that 
they  will  assist  the  beginner  in  the  selection  of  tools  for  his 
studies.

For  the  Italian  text  alone,  Dr.  Moore's  one-volume  edition  is  oftenest 
used,  though  American  readers  will  probably  prefer  Grandgent's  volume. 
This  is,  apparently,  the  first  and  only  annotated  edition  of  the  original 
prepared  and  published  on  this  continent.  The  Italian  text  with  an 
English  translation  opposite  will  be  found  in  the  Temple,  Butler,  and 
Langdon  editions.  Of  the  verse  translations,  Longfellow's  is  probably 
best  known  to  Americans ;  metrically  it  follows  the  scansion  of  the  terza 
rima  but  does  not  reproduce  the  rhyme.  Dayman  and  Plumptre 
attempt  to  reproduce  both  the  measure  and  rhyme  of  the  original. 
Langdon's,  the  latest  verse  translation  to  appear,  is  written  in  blank 
verse.  Norton's  prose  translation  is  generally  accepted  by  foreign 
scholars  as  America's  greatest  contribution  to  Dante  literature.  Wil- 
stach's  translation  and  Kuhns'  edition  of  Cary's  translation  are  included 
in  our  list  because,  in  illustration  and  commentary,  they  bring  together 
material  selected  from  the  whole  range  of  Dante  literature.  Both  of 
these  works  are  American  productions  while  the  best  known  British 
work  of  the  same  kind  will  be  found  in  Vernon's  six  volumes.

THIS  list  has  lieen  prepared  in  the  hope  that  it  may  meet  the 
needs  of  many  who  in  this  centenary  year  desire  to  read 
Dante  and  some  of  the  best  books  on  Dante,  and  in  the  further 
hope  that  it  may  afford  guidance  to  librarians  and  owners  of 
private  libraries  who  desire  to  round  out  a  general  collection  of 
Dante  books. 

The  publication  of  the  volume  here  entered  in  Part  A  greatly 
simplifies  the  problem  of  the  librarian  and  of  the  scholar.  Hither- 
to it  has  been  necessary,  if  one  desired  to  have  on  hand  the  best 
texts  of  the  several  works  of  Dante,  to  acquire  a  dozen  different 
volumes. 

In  Part  B  my  aim  has  been  to  list,  first  for  the  complete  works 
and  then  for  each  of  the  several  works,  only  the  one  best  English 
translation.  For  the  Commedia,  however,  I  have  made  separate 
entries  for  translations  in  prose  and  in  verse,  and  have  listed  two 
translations  in  verse  as  being  of  virtually  equal  excellence ;  and 
for  the  Vita  nuova  I  have  likewise  listed  two  translations. 

In  Part  C,  similarly,  I  have  sought  to  indicate,  first  for  the 
complete  works  and  then  for  each  of  the  several  works,  only  the 
one  best  set  of  notes.  In  some  cases  the  best  notes  are  to  be  found 
in  an  edition  of  the  original  text;  in  other  cases  the  best  notes 
are  to  be  found  in  a  translation.  I  have  listed,  as  of  virtually 
equal  excellence  in  respect  to  annotation,  four  editions  of  the 
Commedia  and  two  editions  of  the  Vita  nuova. 

In  Part  D  I  have  listed  only  the  main  reference  books,  and 
have  not  treated  the  several  series  of  Dante  monographs  nor  the 
several  Dante  periodicals.  Treatment  of  such  works  is  to  be 
found  in  my  ' '  An  Introductory  Dante  Bibliography ' '  in  Modern 
Philology,  XVII  (1920),  623-32.  A  few  reprints  of  this  article 
have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  National  Dante  Committee. 

Parts  E  and  F  offer  a  general  selective  list  of  books  on  Dante, 
representing  many  phases  of  his  work  and  his  influence. 

I  have  intended  to  give  in  each  case  the  earliest  date  of  the 
final  form  of  the  work  in  question.  Many  of  the  works  referred 
to  have  been  reprinted  without  alteration,  some  of  them  several 
times,  since  the  date  here  given.
